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Silver Coins: A Brief Sketch 


Silver Linings 

Silver is a part of history and folklore. “Every 
cloud has a silver lining,” it has been said 
(except by P.T. Bamup, who preferred crowd to 
cloud). Pieces of eight of pirate lore were made 
of silver. The widow’s mite of biblical fame is of 
the same metal. The list goes on. 

Silver coins constitute an important part of 
American numismatics. Indeed, more so than 
gold or copper, they were a mainstay of the 
American economic and commercial system

for years. While copper and nickel pieces were 
mainly used in small change, and gold coins in 
large transactions and international settle¬ 
ments, it fell to silver denominations from the 
three-cent piece to the dollar to participate in 
everyday America. 

Indeed, silver goes back to the beginnings of 
American coinage. The first coins struck within 
the limits of present-day America were the 
Massachusetts silver issues beginning in 1652, 
including the NE coinage, the famous Pine Tree

mean a fortune, but what often happened was a lot of hard work with little in the way of 
tangible results. During this era, hundreds of mining companies were established each 
year, many of which sold stock. When silver was found, often it was acquired by the 
government under the Sherman Purchase Act (of 1890) and coined into Morgan dollars. 


shillings, and others. The first federal coins 
produced for widespread circulation were made 
of silver, the 1792 half dismes (at the time, 
copper pieces were still a year away, and gold 
coins would not be produced until 1795). 

As a youth, George Washington is said to 
have thrown a silver dollar across the 
Rappahannock River in Virginia (often cited as 
the more familiar “Potomac River,” but in any 
event, probably just a legend). 

Elsewhere in American history, the first 
federal paper money, issued by the Continen¬ 
tal Congress in the 1780s, was denominated in 
Spanish milled dollars, called “silver dollars,” 
by many. The fabulous Comstock Lode, largely 
exploited in the 1860s and 1870s, was best 
known for its silver. The presidential cam¬ 
paigns of 1896 (in particular) and 1900 pitted 
Republican William McKinley against Demo¬ 
crat William Jennings Bryan, with the "Free 
Silver” issue being the focal point. 

Today in numismatics, silver coins form a 
very important part, probably accounting for 
at least 50% or 60% of the dollar volume of 
transactions, with Morgan silver dollars (minted 
1878-1921) being the most popular of all older 
American series. 

A brief commentary concerning various 
regular-issue United States silver denomina¬ 
tions (including copper-nickel clad continua¬ 
tions of some denominations) follows: 

Silver Three-Cent Pieces (1851-1873) 

The smallest of all silver denominations, 
the three-cent piece first saw the light of day in 
1851, was modified to a larger diameter (for 
ease of handling) in 1854, and was again 
changed in design in 1859. Today, circulated 
as well as Mint State pieces of the early years 
(1851 through 1863) are collectable. Most 
examples of later years are Proofs.

SILVER COINS: 

A Brief Sketch 

(Continued from page 1) 

Half Dimes (1794-1873) 

Half dimes of the Flowing Hair type were 
made in 1794 and 1795, followed by later 
designs, the most plentiful of which are the 
Liberty Seated issues struck from 1837 
through 1873, these existing in several sub- 
types as well. 

Dimes (1796 to Date) 

Dimes were first minted in 1796 and have 
been produced in most years since that time. 

Very popular today are the Mercury dimes 
produced from 1916 through 1945, and the 
Roosevelt dimes from 1946 to date, although 
Liberty Seated dimes (1837-1891) and Barber 
dimes (1892-1916) each have their share of 
devotees. 

20-Cent Pieces (1875-1878) 

If a prize were to be given for the shortest- 
lived silver series, the 20-cent piece, which 
made its debut in 1875 and which was discon¬ 
tinued in 1878, would undoubtedly win it In 
actuality, there was just one year-1875-in 
which quantities were made. 

Quarter Dollars (1796 to Date) 
Quarter dollars have been struck intermit¬ 
tently for almost 200 years, from 1796 to the 
present time. 

Liberty Seated quarters (1838-1891) are 
particular favorites. Barber quarters were struck 
from 1892 to 1916 inclusive, and have no 
landmark rarities, although key issues are the 
1896-S, 1901-S, and 1913-S. Standing Liberty 
quarters minted 1916-1930, a relatively short 
duration, and are all collectable. The neo¬ 
classic design of this issue has endeared it to 
many. Washington quarters from 1932 on¬ 
ward are just beginning to come into their own 
in a big way. 

Half Dollars (1794 to Date) 

Although half dollars of the 1794-1795 
Flowing Hair type are scarce, and half dollars 
of 1796 and 1797 are rarities, most dates from 
1801 onward are readilyavailable. During the 
early part of the 19th century, Capped Bust 
half dollars (minted 1807-1839), were the pri¬ 
mary silver coin of the realm. 

Liberty Seated half dollars were struck 
from 1839 through 1891, and today attract a 
wide circle of friends. Barber half dollars struck 
from 1892 through 1915 are quite interesting, 
and scarce, and rare varieties can be bought for 
what seem to me to be very low prices. 

Liberty Walking half dollars from 1916 to 
1947 are avidly collected, for the design is 
certainly one of the most beautiful in American 
coinage. Franklin half dollars from 1948 to 
1963 and Kennedy halves from 1964 to date 
are readily collectable and quite interesting. 

Silver Dollars (1794-1979) 

Business strike silver dollars were pro¬ 
duced 1794-1803 (the 1804 being produced 
for cabinet purposes only). Walter Breen once 
made the comment that this is a series whose 
time has not yet come-and as a result, great 
rarities can be obtained for “ordinary” prices. 

Gobrecht silver dollars were minted for 
circulation in 1836 and 1839 and are rare. 
Liberty Seated dollars were produced continu¬ 
ously from 1840 through 1873 and are quite 
popular as well as fascinating to collect 
Morgan dollars minted from 1878 through 
1921 are by far the most popular early United 
States series. Basically, there are about 100 
different date, mintmark, and major varieties 
in the series. What a nice array these make! 

Peace silver dollars minted 1921-1935 are 
very attractive. Eisenhower dollars minted from 
1971 through 1978 are quite popular and for 
the most part are inexpensive. Susan B. An¬ 
thony dollars minted 1979-1981 form a com¬ 
pact and very affordable series. 

Trade Dollars (1873-1885) 

Business strike trade dollars were minted 
from 1873 through 1878 primarily for export 
to the Orient All business strikes are collect¬ 
able, although the 1878-CC is regarded as 
scarce. Proofs were minted for collectors from 
1873-1883 inclusive, and are interesting to 
collect as a sub-specialty. To my mind, grades 
such as Proof-63 and Proof-64 are incredibly 
cheap today. The 1884 and 1885 were made 
apparently in the quantities of just 10 and five 
coins respectively, for numismatic or cabinet 
purposes, and rank today as landmark rarities.

Because 
You Asked 


LJVf. ASKS: What is the difference 
between a recut date and a repunched 
date? 

CC ANSWERS: Historically, the 
terms recut and repunched have meant 
the same thing. However, in recent 
times, writers have been more techni¬ 
cal and have correctly noted that for 
the most part (there are a few isolated 
exceptions) dates, mintmarks, and let¬ 
ters have been punched into the die 
with steel letter punches, rather than 
cut or engraved into the die with a 
sharp tool. Thus, repunched is more 
accurate than recut Both terms refer 
to a feature on a coin that under 
magnification, shows some sign of dou¬ 
bling caused by the strengthening or 
repositioning of a feature in the coin¬ 
ing die. 


M.L.M. ASKS: I would like to pose 
a question for your column: I recently 
have purchased an 1865 3C nickel 


piece, AU-50. Initial examination re¬ 
vealed a slightly weak date, and the 
curls on the neck were totally flat¬ 
tened. When I looked at the reverse 
of the coin, it was quite evident that 
this was a clashed-die coin. Can the 
flattened curls on the obverse be at¬ 
tributed to the clashing of dies? How 
common is this clashed-die coin? 

CC ANSWERS: Die clashing (the 
coming together of two coin dies with¬ 
out a planchet between them) typically 
affects the fields and lower-relief parts 
of a coin. The deeper parts of the die 
(including the date numerals, head of 
Miss Liberty, etc.) are not affected. The 
flattened curls could have been caused 
by any one of several reasons, but 
clashed dies is not among them. 

Probably, the lightness was caused 
by the dies being separated too widely, 
so that the metal in the planchet was not 
squeezed or forced into the deepest die 
recesses, including the curls.

This is called 
a “complete set” Such a set can be pur¬ 
chased for $25,000 to $50,000 depending 
upon grade, and would contain quite a few 
beautiful MS-63, MS-64, and MS-65 coins. 

♦ Commemoratives can be collected by 
topics, including Civil War, the state of Califor¬ 
nia, New England, expositions, state centenni¬ 
als, political leaders, presidents, and more. 

♦ Subjects commemorated range from 
the nationally important (150th anniversary 
of American independence in 1926) to the 



obscure (300th anniversary of the founding 
of York County, Maine). 

♦ Several good books are available in 
commemoratives including those by An¬ 
thony Swiatek and Walter Breen, by Don 

Taxay, and by Q. David Bow¬ 
ers. To read about 
commemoratives is to 
enjoy, them even 
more!

A Phony 1799 Cent? 

W. Elliot Woodward’s sale of February 1-2, 1887, offered the following under Lot 304: 

“304 1799 [cent]. Bought from Mr. J.S. Twining, who informs me that he bought it from 
Mr. J.W. Haseltine, and paid him $15 for it on a positive assurance and guarantee of its 
genuineness. 

“I sold the cent April 28, 1886, to a prominent Canadian collector. 

“About this time the editor of an amateur sheet, who, because he writes we instead of I, 
seems to think that when a new stamp paper appears a new power has sprung into being, a 
new and illimitable force in dynamics, took occasion to make some malicious and false 
statements in regard to this particular coin, calculated especially to prejudice the buyer of the 
piece. I may say that the buyer was a gentleman, and perfectly satisfied with the transaction, 
but at my special request he accepted the money, and returned the piece, and it is now sold 
as it is, with all the facts fairly, stated.” 

As it turned out, the sometimes offending coin was withdrawn from the sale (per a notation, 
“out,” in the American Numismatic Society’s catalogue copy). Was it a fake? Apparently, if it 
was, it fooled both John W. Haseltine and W. Elliot Woodward.

RARE COIN NEWS in 1896 in the Philadelphia Record : “A coin of great rarity, which 
is worth several thousands times its face value, is in the possession of Harry O'Grady, 
conductor in the employ of the Reading Railroad. It is a copper penny of 1783, which bears 
upon its obverse a bust of Washington and an inscription WASHINGTON AND INDEPEN¬ 
DENCE. The coin was given to Mr. O’Grady by his father, who prized it very highly, having 
on one occasion refused $350 for it Several years ago a similar coin was given by George 
Stimpson of New York to President Harrison upon the occasion of the latter’s visit to New York 
City during the celebration of the centennial of Washington’s inauguration. Mr. Stimpson 
presented another of the coins, for which he had paid $130, to the Bartholdi Statue Fund, to 
be placed under the statue of Liberty in New York Harbor.’ (Editor’s note: In actuality, in 1896, 
this Washington token would have been worth less than $1.)
